Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed Apr. 18, 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Ochial et al. disclose in Figure 10 that a columnar spacer (element SUP) is disposed on the second color filter layer (element R) having 
a thickness greater than the first color filter layer (element G) for maintaining a cell gap, but Ochial et al. fail to disclose that the second 
color filter layer having the greater thickness passes a wavelength of light greater than the first color filter layer. 

However, Haim et al. disclose in Figure 1 that the thickness in descending order of the color filter layers are arranged as blue, green 
and red, such that the second color filter layer (element 16A) having a thickness greater than the first color filter layer (element 16B) 
passes a wavelength of light greater than that of the first color filter layer. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to form a columnar spacer on the thicker of the color filter 
layers for maintaining a predetermined cell gap such that the thicker of the color filter layers passes the greater wavelength of light as 
taught by Haim et al., since Haim et al. teach that by arraning the color filter thickness with respect to their respective wavelength 
transmission as shown in Figure 1 results in an increase in uniformity of optical radiation as a function of angle relative to the axis and that 
an increase in image constrast for off-axis observation can be achieved (Column 2, lines 28-32 and Column 4, lines 8-45). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
